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ANNUAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 
1886-87. 



The twenty -seventh annual session of the New York Homoeo- 
pathic Medical College will commence on Tuesday, October 5th, 
1886. No important changes have taken place in the Faculty since 
the last announcement appeared. The course of instruction will re- 
main practically the same as during the past year, and the term 
will cover a period of six months. The standard of entrance exami- 
nations will be maintained. Students must present credible certifi- 
cates of good moral character and a diploma of graduation from a 
good literary and scientific college or high school, or a first grade 
teacher's certificate. Or lacking this, he must pass a thorough ex- 
amination in the branches of a good English education, including 
mathematics, English composition, geography, U. S. history, and ele- 
mentary physics or natural philosophy. (See *' Examinations.") These 
requirements are the same as in all colleges of our school in the 
United States. Our Faculty is large and the instruction so arranged 
and divided that every department of medicine is thoroughly taught 
and personal attention given to each individual student, which would 
be impossible were the Faculty more limited in numbers. 

During the past two years laboratory and clinical facilities have been 
increased, more microscopes purchased, and efforts made in every 
direction to maintain and enhance the thoroughness and practical 
character of the college instruction. The college occupies the upper 
half of the fine Ophthalmic Hospital building, which was erected and 
adapted for our college and under its direct supervision. These 
facilities and our central location are most advantageous, having as^Tp, 
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we do three lecture-rooms, laboratories, dissecting-rooms, etc., all of 
the best. In the building are the Ophthalmic Hospital with all its 
clinics, and the large College Dispensary which is thronged with pa- 
tients. All the Public Hospitals of New York are open to our stu- 
dents; many of our faculty are on the staffs of the Hahnemann and 
Ward's Island Hospitals, and thus every possible advantage is se- 
cured to our students. All of this and other clinical material will 
be utilized to the fullest extent practicable in illustrating the lectures. 

The attention of the students is called to the progressive nature, 
the breadth, and the thoroughness of our course of study. The facili- 
ties for and the scope of laboratory work in the various Junior and 
Middle branches are each year still more extended, especially in 
Medical Chemistry, General Microscopy, Normal Histology, and 
Microscopic studies of urinary sediments, so that every student has 
full facilities for practical study in each department. 

For the advanced classes clinical demonstrations are given at every 
opportunity. 

The following calendar will show the principal events of the term:

The course of instruction at this College is arranged as follows : 

FIRST YEAR. 

Anatomy. In this subject students are first taught Osteology, 
Arthrology, and Myology by Prof. Blackman, followed byg^prough 



course of lectures on Angiology, Neurology, Splanchnology, Topo- 
graphical and Surgical Anatomy by Prof. Doughty. It is exceed- 
ingly desirable that students should have read Anatomy through 
Myology before attending the latter lectures, in order to apprehend 
readily the more advanced teaching in this department. 

The Demonstrator of Anatomy attends from two to four hours 
every day, makes demonstrations in the dissecting-room, and super- 
intends the work of every student, who must dissect at least three 
parts and stand a thorough quiz on each before passing on to the 
next. The Demonstrator will, once a week during the session, make 
demonstrations of the viscera before the whole class. 

It is important to impress the student with the fact that in order to 
learn well what they have dissected, they must first learn how to dis- 
sect, that dissection is not merely cutting — each part must be ex- 
posed clearly and without mutilation, and when a part is once ex- 
posed it should never be abandoned until it is thoroughly learned. 
Poor or careless dissecting will not be tolerated, even though the 
parts have been well learned from a book. Students will be marked 
for the neatness and clearness of their dissections as well as for the 
efficiency of their quiz. They should, as far as possible, read up on 
each part before commencing to dissect it. Dissecting material will 
be furnished at one dollar a part, payable in advance. 

Physiology, Four didactic lectures weekly will be delivered by 
Prof. McDowell. The course will be illustrated by experiments on 
animals. 

Chemistry, Chemistry will be taught in the first year by means 
of lectures, covering about the ground of the usual Sophomore course 
in literary colleges. The lectures will incorporate Medical Chemis- 
try or urinary analysis, except that which relates to the clinical signifi- 
cance of changes in the urine. This will be left to the chair of Dis- 
eases of the Kidneys. The laboratory work is an important feature 
of the course, especial prominence being given to Urinary analysis 
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and Toxicology. The course on Toxicology during the second term 
under Dr. Shelton will be in the main didactic, but the student will 
be taught in the first year to make the tests for those poisons most 
frequently encountered in practice. 

The laboratory scheme will include, besides urinary analysis and 
the more important toxicological tests, a partial course in both water 
and milk analysis, so that each student, on finishing his laboratory 
course, must be able to make a thorough and satisfactory analysis of 
any sample of urine submitted to him, as well as to state its clinical 
significance — to detect in potable water any decomposing organic 
matter which might render it unwholesome — and to determine the 
degree of richness and purity of any sample of milk submitted to him. 
If the student desires, facilities will be given for a more complete 
course in either of these branches. 

A small deposit (of about $2) is required from each student on be- 
ginning work, to cover avoidable breakage of apparatus; but the in- 
structions and reagents are free. 

Histology. This subject will be taught in a course of lectures by 
Dr. J. W. Dowling, Jr., and will include not only the structure of 
tissues in general, but the minute anatomy of every portion of the 
body. Each student is expected to attend this course in both first 
and second years, and to pass the examination at the close of the sec- 
ond session. 

LABORATORY. 

The chemical and microscopical laboratories are both open 
every afternoon except Saturday. The class is divided into sec- 
tions, which are drilled thoroughly by Dr. Dunning in making the 
various analyses of urine as well as toxicological, water, and milk 
tests. The microscopical laboratory is also open all the afternoon 
on five days in the week, and the work will be all under the personal 
supervision of Prof. Storm White. In histology and general micro- 
scopy the class will be formed into sections and thoroughl\Mirilled in 
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practical working with the microscope, preserving, staining, cutting, 
mounting the specimens, and manipulating the instruments. At the 
end of the course each student will be proficient in diagnosing at 
sight most of the tissues and organs under the microscope. 

At the same time the professor will form and drill classes in the 
microscopical study of urinary sediments. Here the students will 
learn to recognize casts, the various epithelia, pus, the varied 
crystalline sediments from normal and morbid urine, all from fresh 
specimens, sent by the profession to the College for examination. 
The classes will be small (6 or 7 men), thus insuring ample personal 
attention to each student by the professor. 

The microscopical course is so arranged that each student spends 
in the laboratory sixty hours, or the equivalent of a month's drill of 
two hours daily, while tiie chemical laboratory gives a month as well. 
These courses are obligatory for juniors, and at the end of the term, 
practical examinations will be held in each, covering the work accom- 
plished during the course. 

SECOND YEAR. 

Toxicology, Dr. Shelton during the first half of the term will de- 
liver a course of lectures to the middle class on Toxicology. The 
practical laboratory work in testing for poisons, etc., will be included 
in the chemical course of the first year. 

Pharmaceutics. In the latter half of the term, Dr. Shelton will 
deliver a course of lectures on Pharmaceutics. In this will be de- 
scribed the methods and materials used in preparing the homoeopathic 
remedies, directions and drill in prescription writing, instructions for 
making and using various external applications, as poultices, oint- 
ments, liniments, etc., and a brief formulary comprising prescriptions 
for a few standard emetics, laxatives, anodynes, stimulants, enemeta, 
etc., such as may be useful in emergencies, and with which every 
physician should be familiar. ^.^.^.^^^ ^^ GoOglc 
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General Pathology and Morbid Anatomy. We feel confident in 
announcing better facilities for the student in this department than 
ever before offered. Prof. W. Storm White will give a thorough 
course of lectures, illustrated by fresh specimens in abundance, and 
demonstrations from his private collection of three thousand micro- 
scopic mountings 

He will also make as many post-mortem examinations as possible 
in presence of the class. Prof. White, being Pathologist to the 
Ward's Island Hospital, will have an abundant supply of material to 
draw from. The course of lectures will be a repetition of those of 
last year relating to general pathology, through the discussion of in- 
flammation. Instead of the special pathology of special organs, as of 
the kidneys, or of the digestive tract, which was given last session, 
the pathology of tumors will be substituted. The regular examina- 
tion, held at the end of the term, will embrace not only the subject- 
matter treated during the session, but will also include tumors. 

This course is to be taken in both junior and middle years, the ex- 
amination being held at the close of the middle course as in his- 
tology. 

Medical Jurisprudence, This subject continues to be amply taught 
by Prof. R. H. Lyon, Esq., whose lectures have been so satisfactory 
to our graduates for many years. 

THIRD YEAR. 

The final session will be devoted to practical work. Each Pro- 
fessor is expected to give, as far as is practicable, clinical instruction 
in connection with his lectures, drawing his material from the large 
dispensary connected with the college. 

Materia Medica and Therapeutics, A course of about six lectures 
on therapeutics is given by Prof Allen at the beginning of the ses- 
sion. Through the term at intervals, as may seem best, he will in- 
troduce patients whose cases illustrate the application of the homoeo- 
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pathic remedy. There will be four lectures a week throughout the 
course — ^two by Prof. Allen and two by Prof. Moffat. The drugs 
lectured upon will be grouped according to their physiological actions, 
bearing in mind at the same time their practical clinical applications. 
Theory and Practice of Medicine. It will be our aim still, as it has 
always been, to give a thorough and practical course of lectures in 
this department, covering all the diseases which the general practi- 
tioner may be called upon to treat. In order the better to accom- 
plish this result in the short space of time required by our present laws 
in a department so immensely extended as the Theory and Practice 
of Medicine now is, it has been deemed advisable to divide this 
branch into sections, each section being in charge of its appropriate 
professor through the whole course of instruction, but all uniting in 
the final examination as one chair. This division of labor is arranged 
as follows : 

1. Practice of Medicine. Prof. Smith will lecture upon fevers, gen- 
eral and constitutional diseases, and diseases of the digestive organs. 
So far as is practicable, clinical as well as didactic instruction will be 
given, and especial attention will be paid to seeing the students well 
grounded in the diagnosis of each disease. In discussing the treat- 
ment proper attention will be given to the preventive, hygienic, and 
accessory measures with which every physician should be familiar. 

2. Physical Diagnosis and Diseases of the Heart and Lungs. In 
this important department the instruction is mainly clinical, the dis- 
pensary connected with the College affording ample material for 
demonstrating the physical signs of disease. 

During the last three sessions, Prof. Dowling devoted one evening 
each week to private instruction — the graduating class being divided 
into sections — opportunities being thus afforded to students for the 
personal examination of patients, under the direct supervision of the 
professor. 
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This plan of instruction in physical diagnosis will be adopted dur- 
ing the coming term, without additional charge. 

3. Mental and Nervous Diseases, The subject of Insanity^its 
history, nature, causes, courses, forms, pathology, and, especially, its 
moral and medical treatment — will be fully discussed by Dr. Selden 
H. Talcott, Medical Superintendent of the New York State Homoe- 
opathic Asylum at Middletown, N. T. 

Diseases kindred to insanity will also be discussed, and measures 
for their prevention or cure pointed out. 

4. Diseases of Children are taught by Prof. Deschere in a course 
of lectures covering the aetiology, pathology, morbid anatomy, etc., 
but laying particular stress on their pure honiceopathic treatment. 

This chair is rich in clinical material, and cases of special interest 
are brought before the class; but generally a given case is allotted to 
two students, who treat the child together at the patient's home, un- 
der supervision of the professor or his clinical assistant. Dr. A. W. 
Palmer. 

The advantages of this system are clear. The student follows the 
case day by day, watching its changes. At the same time, he receives 
a training for behavior at the bedside and toward the child per- 
sonally which he can never learn at the ordinary college clinic. 

Thus every student gets, during the course, from six to twelve 
cases of a variety of frequently severe forms of children's diseases, 
including, for instance, the eruptive fevers, diseases of the respiratory 
organs, diphtheria, etc., which would not bear the out-door exposure 
necessary in reaching the clinic. 

The practical working of this system is most satisfactory. It is 
very popular with the students, for they learn much more in a given 
time than would be possible in any other way. 

5. Diseases of the Kidneys. In addition to diseases of the kidney 
proper, this course will include the two forms of diabetes and the 
interpretation of morbid urine in general. The lectures^ of Prof. 
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Dillow will be both didactic and clinical, and, in connection with 
chemical and microscopical work in the laborator)', will teach by ample 
illustration the essentials of pathology, diagnosis, and treatment in 
these important branches of practical medicine. 

Gynecology. The features of this course consist in a carefully con- 
densed series of lectures, in the opportunity given to each student to 
make examinations in the dispensary, to observe the use of instru- 
ments, and besides this, the class is taken in sections to assist in the 
performance of gynaecological operations. 

Obstetrics. This course will consist of three lectures each week, 
and the didactic teaching will be enforced by as thorough a system of 
class- recitations as may be compatible with the time at the disposal 
of the Professor. It will be the aim in this department to cover the 
entire field oi prcictical obstetrics, and in order that as little as possible 
may be left to the imagination of the student, an infant cadaver is 
employed for the demonstration of the different attitudes and presen- 
tations of the child, within the body of a manikin, which resembles 
very closely that of a woman from the breast to the knees. The in- 
terior of the pelvis of this manikin represents a normal bony cavity* 
The soft parts are of rubber, and represent with remarkable correct- 
ness the different structures as they appear in nature. Thus forceps 
operations, version, craniotomy, and other obstetric surgical proced- 
ures can be practised under conditions which are the nearest ap- 
proach to reality. In addition to this, an t?/^/-obstetrical department 
is conducted by the Demonstrator of Midwifery, Dr. J. L. Beyea. 
Patients about to be confined are assigned to members of the gradu- 
ating class, and attendance is given under the immediate direc- 
tion of the Demonstrator. The experience which each student gains 
in this department is invaluable. 

Surgery. The department of Surgery in this College embraces 
not only the regular course of instruction by Prof. Helmuth, but also 
the lectures by Prof. F. E. Doughty on diseases of the genito-ufinary 
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organs, and operations on the cadaver by Dr. S. F. Wilcox. During 
the past winter the regular surgical clinics have been so well supplied 
with material through the exertions of Dr. C. W. Cornell, Surgeon to 
the Dispensary and clinical assistant to the chair, that it was found im- 
possible to attend to all the patients applying for relief. Besides this 
the graduating class are taken by Prof. Helmuth to many operations, 
both private and public, at the Hospital, and there have the oppor- 
tunity not only of witnessing, but of assisting at many important 
capital operations. (See Clinical and other Advantages, p. 27.) 

In addition to these. Dr. S. F. Wilcox, the Demonstrator of Sur- 
gery, delivers a course of about forty practical lectures, demonstrating 
every operation thoroughly before the class upon the cadaver. This 
course comprises capital and minor surgery, including the ligaturing 
of all the principal arteries, all the different practical amputations, re- 
sections of joints, and special operations, including trephining, trache- 
otomy, laryngotomy, lithotomy, lumbarcolotomy, etc., also lectures 
on bandaging, dressing of wounds, antiseptic surgery, and what is 
usually comprised in minor surgery. Every student in the class is 
called upon to perform three or more operations on the cadaver, and 
to apply all the bandages to limbs, head, and trunk. 

The method of treating wounds after operations is demonstrated ; 
the method of closing them, inserting drainage tubes, and all possible 
details are entered into. Every lecture is preceded by a quiz. 

Dr. Wilcox will also give one lecture a week on Orthopedic Sur- 
gery. These lectures will be illustrated by clinical cases from the 
newly established orthopaedic department of the Dispensary. 

Dr. C. W. Cornell, the clinical assistant, is regularly in the Dispen- 
sary three times during the week, ready to exhibit interesting cases 
to members of the class. 

Prof. C. Th. Liebold gives a thorough course of lectures on 
ophthalmic medicine and surgery, which is of incalculable advantage 
to the general practitioner, while those desiring to make the>eye, ear, 
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or throat a specialty, having the New York Ophthalmic Hospital in 
the same building, can find unsurpassed and extended facilities for 
improving themselves in these departments. 

Clinical Ophthalmology, The students, under Prof. Liebold, are 
made acquainted with the diseases of the lids, lachrymal organs, mus- 
cles of the eye, Conjunctiva, Sclera, Cornea, Iris, and Lens. Particular 
stress is laid on differential diagnosis, the first requisite always to 
successful practice. Besides the diseases, accidents and injuries to 
the eye and its appendages will receive their share of careful attention 
and instruction, where often the first step in the treatment decides 
whether the eye will be saved by the knowledge of the physician, or 
permanendy lost through his ignorance. Dr. F. H. Boynton, As- 
sistant to the Chair, will always see that there is ample clinical 
material to illustrate the lectures, drawn from the Ophthalmic Hos- 
pital Clinic. 

Clinical Otology, Prof Houghton will embrace in his course 
of clinical lectures, those diseases of the internal, middle, and external 
ear liable to be met with by the general practitioner. After treating 
this subject in his lecture, the class will be divided into sections and 
the Professor, with his Clinical Assistant, will demonstrate to the 
student all the features of the disease upon patients from the Oph- 
thalmic Hospital Clinic. Each student will be taught to make a 
thorough examination and to a]:)ply necessary treatment, using the 
instruments himself wherever practical. Clinical Otology will occupy 
the hour during the first, and Laryngology the latter half of the term. 

Dermatology, This subject will be taught by Prof Arcularius in 
a system of clinical lectures, consisting of regular didactic instruction, 
coupled with practical illustration by means of patients from the Col- 
lege Dispensary, who will appear and reappear for diagnosis and 
treatment. In this way very many cases of skin diseases are viewed 
by the class during each session ; the whole scheme of instruction 
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being to convey a practical knowledge of Dermatology, especially as 
regards the more common diseases of the skin. 

Genito- Urinary Diseases. The instruction in this department con- 
sists in didactic lectures, by Prof. Doughty, on Venereal and Genito- 
urinary Diseases, illustrated by an abundance of clinical material. 
Many cases are treated and operations performed before the class. 
The course of instruction extends over two years, the first session 
embracing chiefly venereal diseases, while during the second more 
prominence is given to genito-urinary troubles. The Clinical As- 
sistant will form small classes and take the students to the Dispensary, 
where they will be taught in the practical part of the work, such as 
the passage of sounds, use of the catheter, etc. 

Laryngology and Rkinology. It will be the design of this depart- 
ment to place before the students as thorough a course of instruction 
as is possible in Rhinoscopy, Pharyngoscopy, and Laryngoscopy, the 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Diseases of the Nose, Pharynx, and 
Larynx. 

The number of lectures will be necessarily restricted, and hence the 
topics under consideration will be studied in a manner calculated to 
render them of practical service, especially to the general practitioner. 

Demonstrations will be given in the lecture-room, and the Throat 
Department of the N. Y. Ophthalmic Hospital, which is acknowl- 
edged to have special clinical facilities. 

Prof. Leal, as adjunct, will assist Prof. Beebe. Clinical Otology 
will occupy the hour during the first, and Laryngology the latter half 
of the term. 

Hygiene, Last year was established the Chair of Hygiene and 
Sanitary Science. This will be continued as before by Dr. A. R. 
Wright of Buffalo. Being a non-resident professor, his course will 
be delivered in instalments of a few lectures at a time in rapid suc- 
cession, at intervals throughout the term. The examination will be 
held at the close of his course. Prof. Wright has giver^ 
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close study to this subject, and stands eminent as an authority upon 
questions pertaining to it. / 

EXAMINATIONS. 

An Entrance Examination will be held preliminary to matricula- 
tion, on Tuesday, October 5th, 1886, in the upper lecture-room of the 
College, at 2 p. m. If preferred, students may matriculate earlier, 
with the understanding that, if rejected in the examination, their fees 
will be returned: The certificate of good moral character (a legal 
requirement) must be presented at the time of this examination. 

The requirements of the examination will be English grammar, 
rhetoric, spelling, etc., as shown in a written exercise. Arithmetic, 
as far as square root. Geography, U. S. History, Elementary Phys- 
ics or Natural Philosophy as given in Prof. Balfour Stewarts 
Science Primer [Physics), published by D. Appleton & Co., i, 3 & 
5 Bond St., New York City. 

Any student who presents his diploma of graduation from a rep- 
utable literary and scientific college or high school, or a first-grade 
teacher's certificate, or certificate of having passed the entrance ex- 
aminations for either Harvard University or Yale College, will be 
excused from further entrance examinations. 

Chemistry. An optional examination in Chemistry will be held 
Wednesday, October 6th, 1886, from 3 to 5 p. m., covering the field 
of inorganic chemistry as given in Barker, Bloxom, Wurtz, or Roscoe, 
together with the principles of organic chemistry as taught in Schor- 
lemmer, Bloxom, or Witthaus. Students passing this successfully 
need not take the course in General Chemistry. 

Both these examinations are for new students. Examinations in 
the studies of the Junior and Middle years, will be held twice a year 
(at the close and opening of the session). These examinations are 
open to all the Junior and Middle Class men, and in the Fall will be 
held on the following dates : OoOqIp 
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Anatomy. Wednesday, October 6th, from 8 to lo p. m. 

Physiology. Wednesday, October 6th, from 1 2 m. to i p. m. 

Chemistry. Wednesday, October 6th, from 3 to 5 p. m. 

Histology. Thursday, October 7th, from 8 to 10 p. m. 

Jurisprudence. Saturday, October 9th, from 3 to 5 p. m. 

Medical Chemistry and Toxicology, Friday, October 8th, from 
8 to 10 p. m. 

Pathology. Saturday, October 9th, from 8 to 10 p. m. 

No Senior will be allowed to continue hi$ course until all the studies 
of the Junior and Middle years shall have been passed. 

The regular spring examinations will begin Monday, April 4th, 
1887. The regular examination in Histology will, as before an- 
nounced, be held at the close of the second session ; but at the close 
of the first year students will pass an examination on the Laboratory 
course, covering the ground of proficiency in using the microscope 
and correct diagnosis of slides taken at random from among those 
studied during the term. 

The examination in Hygiene will be held at the close of the 
course of lectures in that department. 

In Dermatology, Otology, and Laryngology the examinations will 
consist in the daily quiz, at which each student will be duly marked. 
All examinations must be conducted in English. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION. 

Candidates for the degree of Doctor of Medicine must, in accord- 
ance with the laws of the State of New York, be twenty-one years 
of age, of good moral character, must have studied medicine three 
years with a qualified physician in regular standing, must have at- 
tended two full courses of lectures, the last of which must be at the Col- 
lege from which they take their degree, must present a certificate of at 
least one course of Practical Anatomy, also an acceptable ^esjs iin^ 
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English, Latin, German, or French) in their own handwriting, and 
must sustain such an examination in each department of the course 
as shall be satisfactory to the Faculty and the censors. 

For the benefit of those who may be somewhat perplexed at the 
apparent inconsistency between this Law and the Curriculum cov- 
ering three coiirses of lectures, which we have so carefully marked out, 
it has been deemed proper to say : that while three years' study 
AND TWO covKSi^^ of lectures are all that the Faculty cat^ legally require^ 
students are most earnestly advised against pursuing this shorter course, 
for the reason that no student, however well equipped, can in justice 
to himself accomplish all that is demanded of him in two courses of 
lectures. As an inducement to students to select the three years 
graded course the Faculty have fixed the fees (see page 24) at such 
a figure as to make the amount for the entire term of three years, less 
than for two single terms. 

The State of New York permits no physician to practise within its 
limits who is not a graduate of or indorsed by one of the Medical 
Colleges of the State. The legal fee for such indorsement is twenty 
dollars. 

The New York Homoeopathic Medical College will indorse free 
of charge the diplomas of all colleges represented in the American 
Institute of Homoeopathy. Graduates of more than one year's stand- 
ing, must present a certificate of good professional character. Grad- 
uates from colleges not represented in the Institute will be required 
to pass a personal examination and pay the legal fee of $20.

Erroneous impressions prevail as to the expenses of student life 
in this city — ^to those who have the taste and the means for extrav- 
agant indulgence, the opportunities are indeed abundant, but those 
who are reasonable in their desires, or limited in their resources, 
may, without difficulty, live comfortably at a moderate cost. 

Board can be had near the College at from five to seven dollars a 
week ; and by taking rooms and living on the European plan, a com- 
pany of students can reduce their expenses to a minimum.

HOSPITAL APPOINTMENTS. 

Graduates of this College may apply for positions of house 
physician, house surgeon, senior and junior assistants in the Ward's 
Island Homoeopathic Hospital, for which a competitive examination 
is held.

CLINICAL AND OTHER ADVANTAGES. 
THE HAHNEMANN HOSPITAL 

AND 

THE HOMCEOPATHIC HOSPITAL ON WARD'S ISLAND. 



The facilities offered by the Hahnemann and the Homoeopathic Hos - 
pitals on Ward's Island for surgical instruction of a practical character 
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cannot well be surpassed. The distance of the latter institution from 
the city precludes very many visits being made to it during the win- 
ter, but at least once during each month the students of the College 
are taken by steamboat up the East River to the hospital (of 5oo 
beds) and clinics are there held in surgical cases, selected on account 
of their rarity or interest. During the past session these clinics were 
always well attended and the greatest satisfaction was expressed by 
the classes in attendance (ijide Chironian). 

During the course the members of the graduating class are also 
taken by Profs. Helmuth, Doughty, and Wilcox, in parties of a dozen 
or fifteen to the Hahnemann Hospital, and thus are afforded an op- 
portunity of witnessing nearly all the capital operations — amputation, 
ovariotomy, lithoplaxy, resections, etc. The classes thus attend- 
ing are made small, in order that every member can have a full 
view of every step of an operation, witness the preparation of the 
patient, the method of dressing the wound, and receive instruction 
in the minutiae, impossible to be given in a crowded amphitheatre. 



THE COLLEGE DISPENSARY. 

The College Dispensary, from which the College obtains its clinical 
material, has been in operation for over twenty years. It is maintained 
by the College, is entirely tributary to it, and is utilized in every way 
for the best interests of the College. The students are at all times 
welcome to follow the daily clinics held there, and by so doing will 
reap a rich reward for the time and study devoted to them. The Dis- 
pensary staff is made up almost, if not quite, exclusively of graduates 
from our College, who, having formerly been in the same position as 
our present students, can fully appreciate their necessities and desires, 
and are always ready to cordially render them whatever assistance 
may be within their power. 
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The Dispensary rooms are in the basement of the College build- 
ing, hence convenient, to the students at all times. It has a stafif of 
twenty Physicians, two Surgeons, and two out-door Physicians, and 
treat about i25 patients daily. 

CLINICS AT THE NEW YORK OPHTHALMIC HOSPITAL. 

Here in the same building with the College is held daily one of 
the largest and best conducted Eye, Ear, and Throat Clinics in 
America. The students are invited to watch the clinics, and in so 
doing have the opportunity of acquiring most valuable information. 
Some of the Surgeons of the Ophthalmic Hospital are associated with 
the College, thus insuring to the student all the benefits he may 
seek in the clinic rooms. 

THE COUNTY MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

The Homoeopathic Medical Society of the County of New York 
convenes in the lower portion of the Hospital building, and its meet- 
ings are open to the students of the College, who in attending will 
learn many useful lessons necessarily omitted in the regular course 
of Lectures. 

THE MEDICAL SOCIETY OF THE STUDENTS. 

Soon after the organization of the College a Society was formed 
among the students for mutual instruction, called the Hahnemannian 
Society of the New York Homceopathic Medical College. This 
Society meets twice each week in one of the lecture-rooms of the 
College, and through its quiz-masters, who are appointed from its own 
members, each member is 



** quizzed*' upon the lectures delivered in j 
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the College by the Faculty. The officers of the Society consist of a 
president, vice-president, secretary, and treasurer, with quiz-masters. 

THE Y. M. C A. OF NEW YORK CITY. 

The Young Men's Christian Association of New York, whose 
building is located but two blocks from the College, and where may 
be found reading-rooms containing files of all the leading newspapers 
and periodicals, is open to students of this College free of charge. 
In fact a most cordial invitation is extended to all our students to 
avail themselves of the benefits of the institution. In the hall of the 
Association lectures on scientific and amusing subjects are delivered. 
Religious services are held every Sabbath, and prayer meetings 
every day in the week. Here our students may feel that they have 
a home where warm hearts and helping hands are always ready to 
' greet them. 

In the Association building there is a fine gymnasium, a bowling 
alley, and hot and cold baths, the privileges of which may be enjoyed 
for the sum of five dollars a year.
